This market has been steady with an 
active demand for export which has been 
freely met. Total sales 14,030 bales at a 
decline of 14 of a cent. Contracts have 
been active, sales 225,000 bales at a de- 
cline of 4% of a cent. Holders of spot 
cotton in New York, have at last discov- 
ered their error, of holding the price so 
far above a parity with Liverpool that 
exporters would not buy. The sales .to 
exporters this week have been 12,100 
which is the same amount they had 
bought in the previous four weeks, and 
the same amount they bought in the 
month of April, 1874, and is the largest 
week's purchases by them in this city 
since March of last year. Ifthe holders 
of spot cotton are willing to sell at about 
present prices, the stock in all the ports 
will be reduced very fast. The fear ofa 
very large number of May notices caused 
the contract market to be weak, es- 
pecially as the bulls are not doing 
anything to put the market up, 
and it is not their interest todo so. The 
price both for spot and contract cotton 
seems to have about touched bottom, 
and they may drag along at about pres- 
ent figures all thismonth. At least we 
think it will be tothe iaterest of the 
bulls to let the market take its natural 
course this month, and get off a portion 
of the heavy load of spot cotton.

Réaitors Constitution: Ta my lastl left 
our party, after coming trom Vera Cruz 
by rail, at the Hotel des Diligencias, in 
Orizava, passing the night. 

Early next morning we proceeded to 
the cepot, where, after partaking of a 
nice Junch, we took the cars and were 
off for Mexico. 

We now perceived that to our little 
train was attached a novel looking kind 
of double engine, having a smoke stack 
at each end and the engineer’s cab, wood 
and water accommodations, etc., in the 
middle. This is what is known as Fair- 
lie’s patent, and 1s espegially used for 
climbing steep grades. These engines 
weigh about sixty-four tons, and have 
four steam valves and twelve driving 
wheels, Their power is simply enor- 
mous, they being able to carry with ease 
fifteen loaded cars up the steepest grades. 

We also had another passenger coach 
attached to our train. This was quitea 
fine affair. It-ie the one formerly used 
by the Emperor Maximilian, and now by 
the president. Two additional freight 
cara had also been added to steady the 
engine. 

Just as we were leaving Orizava there 
were pointed out to us on our right some 
cotton and paper factories, and on our 
left a military road cut out of the hard, 
rocky cliffs, and leading to the top of a 
very steep hill, some six hundred feet in 
height, Lsuppose, which seemed to al- 
most overhang the city. 1 was told that 
during the French occupation of Mexico, 
when they advaoced to Orizava they 
found a Mexican fort crowning the sum- 
mit of this lofty clevation, and complete- 
ly surrounding the city and adjacent 
plain. The dauntless Gauls, however, 
nothing dismayed, resolved upon its cap- 
ture at all hazzards. The possession of 
Orizava was of vital importance to them, 
as it was the key tothe Enocinal valley, 
the great thoroughfaretu Mexico, This 
fort, surrounding, as it did, the valley 
from side to side, was the citade! of the 
city, and until it was captured the pos- 
session of Orizava was an impossibility. 
They accordingly set to work to build 
a road to the top of the hill, 
+ wite @ view of.taking jhe fort. 

For one long month did these braye 
Frenchmen toil at this seemingly mad- 
cap undertakine, being subjected dur- 
ing the whole time to a furioys fire from 
cannon and small arms, and to the con- 
tingous rolling down of coyntless stones 
and other missles from the desperate 
Mexicans in the fort above. 

At one point a sharp angle was formed 
where they changed their course, and at 
another a tunnel was visible, where they 
had cut through a jutting knob. 

Their loss, as might have been expect- 
ed,was quite heavy. They were protect- 
ed however, in part, by the steepness of 
of the cliff, close to whose sides they 
could lean and thus be invisible to their 
foes above; and also by the very clouds 
themselves, which frequently shrouded 
the hill’s summit, and thus cut off the 
view of everything below. 

A large white cross was seen at the 
angle and a black one near the summit. 
These mark the places where the two 
most desperate battles took place, the 
latter of which ended in the storming of 
the fort by the indomitable Frenchmen. 
The upper cross was painted black, it is 
said, to express, even in the hour of their 
triumph, the grief they felt over the loss 
of so many of their comrades in the un- 
dertaking. Well did those brave men 
deserve their victory, and most heartily 
does your correspondent add his feeble 
tribute to their valor. . 

‘Near Orizava, also, we could eee the 
rss 4 peak of the same name, 17,400 feet 
high, towering far above the drifting 
clouds, and crowned with a spotless di- 
adem of eternal snow; which, in the 
morning light, glittered with a radiance 
surpassing and grand. The old Aztec 
name, Citlal Tepetl, (mountain cf the 
star), Was appropriately given, for, as 
has been said, it seems to shine like a 
star in the night.

The road here was built in sections of 
one mile each. The rails, bridges, c., 
were dragged up the mountain sides by 
oxen. Itis said that, in some places, 
this cost them five dollars per rail. 
The cost of other material laid down 
there was equally as encrmous. 

When work was first commenced on 
the road, they began building from both 
eads at once. All the engines, rails, ma- 
terials for the cars, bridges &e., with 
which to build and stock the western 
portion, were hauled over the mountains 
and across the table lands in wagons, 
drawn by oxen—a gi ntic feat! 

The total cost of the road was $30,- 
000,000, which in view of all the hithervo 
mentioned circumstances, is not very re- 
markable. 

[asked Col. Braniff, the superintend- 
ent of the road, what was their object 
in building it in sections, particularly 
among the mountains, where the cost 
was so vast’ 

“‘To save time, sir,” was the response. 

1 was irformed that both in sarveying 
and in building the road here, men were 
in some instances, suspended by ropes 
for the purpose of doing their work. 

Eight miles per bour is the regular 
rate at which trains run between Malirata 
and the top of the ridge. 

This mountainous division of the 
road is laid with steel rails weighing 65 
pounds per yard. The track is braced 
firmly to its bed, the road is splendidly 
ballasted, and nu expedient has b.en 
left untried to make everything as secure 


as ible. 

tn addition to this watchmen are 
stationed at short distances apart whose 
duty itis to go each over his separate 
section after a train has passed, and sce 
that everything is right. A special 
road master, Mr. Quinn, has supervision 
over this division of the road. THe 
inspects the whole at least ounce each 


ay. 

At Tanque, 9 water station 1,500 feet 
aboye Maltrata, we stopped a few min- 
utes. From this point we could see 
Maltrata, with the irrigated fields, &c., 
almost perpendicularly below us; and 
also the government road winding about 
up among the cliffs. We were here 
7,000 feet above the sea, and 2,000 above 
the Encina! valley. 

At this place we saw a species of pine, 
some stunted oaks, and an alce tree. 

A little farther on we ran over an iron 
bridge seventy feet high, which spans a 
ravine in which could be seen a beautiful 
little wsterfall; and beyond this we 
passed around a point near the edge of 
an almost abrupt precipice 800 feet high, 
opposite to which towered a cliff 1000 
feet in altitude. 

Soon after we finished the long and 
wonderful ascent and emerged forth upon 
a level table land and stopped an Koca del 
Monte (mouth of the mountain,) which is 
7,850 feet above the see.

Besides running over several iron 
bridges we had through seven 
tunnels between the Encinal valley and 
Boca del Monte. One of these is quite a 
Jong one. 

Our whole ride upwards had been 
almost entirely devoid of conversation, 
the purty being seemingly too overwhelm- 
ed with wonder and amazement to talk, 
at least beyond exclamations of admira- 
tion, astonishment, and accasionally 
even of veep: 5 

At Boca del Monte, which is 156 miles 
from Mexico, we changed engines and 
dropped two freight cars, ‘““What’s in a 
name?” Our new engine was called the 
‘I xtaxihaut.” 

Our course next lay through the valley 
of San Andres. The city San Andres 
fies off the road, and has 20,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

This valley lies between two mountain

| At Apizaco on a clear day a view can 
be had of Mts. Orizava, Popocatepetl, 
Iztaccihuat], Malinchi and the Black 
mountain.

After passing Apam, where there is a 
small iake, we ran for several miles 
through immense fields of Maguey, 
Pulque, the natural drink of the Mexi- 
cans, ig made of this. I will describe 
the process of making it ateome future 
time. Apam isthe great depot for the 
shipment of pulgue, being in the center 
of the maguey region. 

The last station outside the vailey of 
Mexicais Otumba, where Cortes had a 
most desperate battle with the Aztecs, 
after his expulsion from Mexico on 
‘‘Noche Triste.” He was victorious. 

At San Juan Teotihuacan we saw two 
large mounds erected by human hands 
iong before the Aztec saw Mexico. 
Their bases are six hundred feet square. 
One is one hundred and eighty, and the 
other ove hundred and forty-five feet 
high. The Aztecs dedicated one to the 
sun, the other to the moon. 

Our course next lay around lake Tez- 
coco, across whose waters long before 
reaching it we could see the queenly city 
of Mexico, which we reached at about
